Naturalists Clubs A.G.M. held at Lake Dobson on 27th to 29tn harch,i967v; 

50 people attended the various activities held over the weekend.On Saturday 
morning Professor Jackson provided a lengthy commentary on the botany of 
the area before travelling to Sitzmark Lodge and continuing in the higher 
country,whilst Phil Collier led a longer trip to the Tarn Shelf.The evening 
address was given by Prof.Jackson on "Logging in Tasmania".Don Hird then 
led some spotlighting,which found two ringtail possums. 

Although the Sunday morning inspection of the manual traps proved 
dissapointing with nothing caught,a lot was learned about trapping from 
Don,as well as from the scats he exhibited.Peter McQuillan provided an 
excellent commentary on some captured moths,and alpine flower pollination,duri 
a session on insects.
